The 
reoders of a recent book written by a group of uni- 
versity professors '■ may think it Is. These teachers advo- 
cate a policy of breaking up and reorganizing the in- 
dustry, the ultimate result of which could only be 
nationalization. 

In the light of that, it might be a good Idea to 
briefly examine the industry's record. 

First of all, how has it treated the consumer? 
Since 1926, according to government figures, the 
average wholesale price of all commodities has risen 
more than 62 per cent; the price of oil products has 
risen 12 per cent. By contrast, the gasoline tax has 
jumped some 1400 per cent since 1920. 

How has oil dealt with labor? The figures show 
that its workers" are very well paid, and that work- 
ing conditions have been excellent. No large industry- 
has been more free from strikes and labor-manage- 
ment disputes. 

Is oil a monopoly? Thousands of companies are 
doing business. New ones are appearing all the time. 
The consumer has a choice of hundreds of advertised 
brand names, every one of which must compete 
for trade with all the others. 

Is oil doing its job? The answer to that is that 
oil has met a record postwar demand, which no one 
could have anticipated, with only minor dislocations 
of the supply-demand relationship. And output will 
be 8 per cent greater this year than last. 

To sum it all up, oil is free enterprise at its 
best. It typifies efficiency and economy in its opera- 
tion. To destroy the industry as it is now constituted 
would work irreparable harm on this country and the 
world.

Cure Worse Than Disease 

Just how important a p^rt proposals for price 
control and rationing of commodities will play in 
the pending political campaigns remains to be seen. 
Some candidates will undoubtedly urge them, on the 
Iheory that they may have a strong appeal to voters 
faced with a shrinking dollar. Under these circum- 
stances, the people should give considerable thought 
to the problems involved. 

First of all, no one is going to make anything 
or produce anything at a loss. We could, for instance, 



I grounds that this would allocate scarce commodities 
equitably. And then the scarce goods would flow Into 
the black market, where they could be bought only 
by the well heeled few — just as they did under OPA, 
and just as they are doing everywhere in the world 
where rationing remains in effect. 

The only cure for inflation lies in individual 
thrift, a reduction in the cost of government, and In 
maximum production by labor, management and 
everyone' else. Artificial controls always deal with ef- 
fects and never with causes. And they always create 
a worse situation than that they arc supposed to 
correct

Mass Medicine 

Suppose, next time you feci ill and want a doc- 
tor, this happened: 

You have long been a patleqt of Dr. ^Smith's, 
and you call for an appointment, However, a new 
regulation has gone into effect saying that Dr. Smith 
can't take care of you any longer, and you must go 
to Dr. Jones. 

You call Dr. Jones. He can't give you an ap- 
pointment for a definite hour, unless yotir case is 
strictly of an emergency nature, so you'll have to 
wait your turn in his ante room. You arrive and find 
it crowded. When your name is called he can give you 
only a few moments of time, make a hurried diag- 
nosis, and then prescribe some government-approved 
medicine. He hustles you out, because many more 
patients arc waiting, and the law says he, must care 
for them, at a stated fee per head, whether he can 
provide adequate attention or not. 

This gives you a small Insight into the way 
socialized medicine, run by the government, works. 
The patient is simply a number, to be assigned to 
this practitioner or that, under a so-called panel sys- 
tem. A doctor's pay and progress depends on how 
well he pleases his political superiors, and whether 
he's got a cousin in a position of authority. Under 
moss medicine, patients are treated pretty much like 
a group of motor cars coming off an assembly line. 

If we ever weaken our system of private medi- 
cine that will be in prospect for the United States.

Emotional disturbances and not! 
defective mental ability often may 
be the cause of a child's slow pro- 
gress in school. This is the conclu- 
sion reached in a special study of 66 
Illinois public school children made 
by Isaac Joles, psychologist on the 
staff of Vernon L. Nickell, state su- 
perintendent of public instruction. 

The children were referred to the 
department's division for the edu- 
cation of exceptional children by 
local school districts as a first step 
toward taking the children out of 
classes for the normal and placing 
them in special classes for the men- 
tally retarded because of their slow 
progress. 

I As a protection to these children 
tthe Illinois law, as amended June 
1 13, 1945, requires that no child Is 
i eligible for special classes for the 
mentally handicapped except upon 
'the recommendation of, or with the 
{approval of, a qualified psychologi-

I. Q. Tests Not Basis 

In the introduction to the study 
Mr. Jolles points out that too fre- 
quently our common accepted and 
used intelligence tests have form- 
ed the basis for segregation in the 
class room, and that in many instan- 
ces test scores alone have been used 
as the basis for establishing eligibil- 
ity for special classes. While not 
implying that these tests are poor 
or should not be used, Jolles does 
point out that they should not be 
accepted as the final word in every 
case. 

It is Mr. Jolles' thesis that many 
clinicians accept the result of the in- 
telligence test alone and fail to of- 
fer psychotherapy to children who, 
on the basis of intelligence tests arc 
seriously retarded in their mental 
development. Such children, being 
possessed of the senses, organs and 
emotions of the normal, are being de- 
nied the things they need for the 
most efficient development of their 
personalities. A case history study
